Radio call - Highland & Yucca - Highland Donuts - r/p reports 
a m/b/a inside the location refusing to leave. Subject was 
advised and sent on his way 


Radio call - 1655 Highland - Mel’s Diner - r/p reports a m/w/a 
transient outside the entrance door refusing to leave. Subject 
was advised and sent on his way 


Extra patrol - 1500 Cahuenga - EACA alley - checked the 
entire alley for transient activity. We contacted one (1) 
transient sleeping in the alley way. Subject was advised and 
sent on his way.

Outreach - Wilcox & Hollywood - while traveling w/b on 
Hollywood Blvd we observed a f/w/a (Jessica) with two small 
children sitting on the sidewalk in the shade. We advised FB4 
and both units arrived at the location to interview the female. 


Jessica told us that she and her husband and two children 
were homeless. She stated that her husband was driving 
around the area trying to find them food. 


Several calls were made via cell phones attempting to contact 
additional resources for the family. 


Radio call - 6724 Hollywood - Scientology - r/p (Security 
officer) reports a m/w/a transient sleeping in the rear alley. 
Upon arrival we contacted the r/p who showed us the transient 
(Hansen, Carl). Subject was advised and sent on his way 


Citizen Flag down - 1623 Schrader - Gay & Lesbian Center - 
r/p (Gomez, Mike) Security Director reports a m/h/a inside the 
location with possible health and mental issues. 


Gomez requested that FB units 1 & 4 standby until he makes a 
determination if the subject should be removed from the 
location. 


After standing by for several minutes, Gomez determined that 
the subject was NOT a threat and units cleared the location
